I am flattered by your interest in my life but as think I indicated, I do not 
liave tliat kind of ego, refused yeoi's ago to write an autobiography and what B do go 
into in the first part of Inside the JFK Assassination Industry is limited to the 

learning experiences that to the degree anyone is prepared fiiir this Hnd of work I was. 
Tliat part is in'tSETfact the part that has been retyped an^ that is the student I had 
to replace. In time all three rfill be world.ng on this truly massive work that as of now 
is close to 60 cliapters long, too long fof publication which would otherwise have little 
prospect in any event. 



After a successful heart operation the end of 1989, with my o^eae to most of 
iior records in the basemenij^virtually denied, I decided that what should do with the 
time that emains for me is try to perfect the record for history to the degree possible 
for me. That lias been my top priority and the volume is rather considerablde. 

Hover Againf was completed in 1992 and the publisher sat on it until ihis year# 
Case Open, which appared earlier, was tlien written and about 75-80, i of it wa^ublished. 
The rest exists as a record foA history and that was retyped. Diskettes are at gouf edu- 
cational institutions in this country and one abroad. Tliat is also trjle of the 



Completed, I've done no work on Inside in q^uite 
iome time because it is not ray prioroty project. I've more than 100,000 oortt written 
on Haller's Tales, of the JFK assassination, and that was my priorhty until I \tte 6Uid 
was so disappoifii: ted by *'ohn Heuman's Oswald and tha CIg . I've completed a book-length 
manuscript on it and it is beiiur retyped. I'll beftlding an epilogue. And the who 
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is worfcLnf: by herself has picked up where the one who got a fuHtime job left off* 

One of the paii’ worJcLnrc together is somewhat of a computer wliiz. s||o says that 
with Gonie done on one fomat and the girl working alone using still a different format 
she can roprogram them all to be alike so thet can all three work on parts of Mailer's 
Tales separately and then add them together on a single diskette. 

fflieir estimate is that they'll be finisJxed witli the ^^ewman jfimuscript inttwo 
weeJcs and then all tliree xfill be v;orking on tho Mailer one, wliich is not complete* 

When at 62 and iii impaired health my time may be quite limited I do try to 
^ick what ^ tliink is most important for the record for liistory to be worked on first* 

I see no prpaepet for publication of the Newman ms and I am ko-jping my criticisms of 
it quiet because do not Wt>nt to wante an:/’ tij'ie in pointless controxrersies* But it is 
in many ways a v»jry bad and dishonest t>ook that does not establisli any Osivald connection 
with tho CIA* Newman dootjnot know the subject matter and that also raalces it a very bad 
book as he goes off into cold-war theories he presents as flact, a great disppointment 
after his fine Viet Ham book. 

It is not impossible that tlio Mailer book con be pubiished. The odds are much 

against it bflit completin,: it is my first prJ.ority because there may be a possibility of 

publi cation* One of tlie girls, the computer whiz, is currently trying to reprogram the 

chapters gutted out of Case Oj[jen for me to use them in the Mailer book/ V/liich also v;hen 

completed will be vei*y large as a recoff if not in the remote event of publication. It is 

not jintil all of tliis is done that I can think of rotuming to the massive Inside ms wlxich 

novj is a bit tight in a file box 14 inches long! 

And that cttK assumes no other bad book will appear before then* At least two are 

overdue of those ^ know about £ind thei^e can be those of which ^ know nothing* 

It is in malcing a record of most of them that Inside grew as it did. In the end 

I tliinlc it will be a file topic rathor tlian a book as a record for history* Computers, 

which I cannot tliink of using, I've tried, provic^e an inexpensive means of disttibution 

fior depositor and I've done that with wliat I indie- ite above and a very long article if 

not a short book, Senator Russell Dissents. I had a relationship with liira, he and ^ooper 

refused to agree vdth the single-bullet theory, and I tell t^at story in that writing* 

V/liich I've ali-ondy added to the i^ailer ms* Dickettos of that article distributed* 

I hope jpa can see why Inside is not priority with me. . 

V/hat I -fcliiink you should also consider is tliat at my age irf with all my health 

problems there is /^o telling when it will all end.If^ and when it does I think that 

you and your wife should consider wliat your situation then would be, whether you vrould 

want to remain in Frederick, otc* l2hat your costs would be compared with wliat they now 

are, tliis being a rapidly-go^\d.ng area near two laxgQ cities, Washington and Baltimore, 
with rents rather high, etc.
